AEC Hints of 
Developments 
Hydrogen? Atom Tests 
Hold Promise? It Says 


WASHINGTON—(B—The Atomic Energy commission said today re- 


sults of its 1954 hydrogen and atom bomb tests have steered it into "new 
areas of research ... that hold promise of additional major develop- 
ments." 
* 


In its semiannual report to Con- 


gress for the last half of last year, 
the commission said It is moving 
also toward another result i "The 
stockpiling of weapons adding 
large potential to our defensive 
power." 


The report gave no details of the 


results obtained at the Pacific 
proving ground in the Marshall Is- 
lands, where Operation Castle was 
conducted in the spring of 1954- 
But it said that "the evaluation of 
the results . . . confirmed the pre- 
castie promise of most significant 
progress in design, development 
and proof test of weapons." 


It reported also it is about ready 


for a new series of tests, scheduled 
next month in Nevada, presumably 
dealing with less powerful atomic 
weapons and their application to 
tactical use. 


The AEC gave not even a hint 


of what it is working on in the 
hydrogen weapons field, but. there 
is ground for speculation that it 
involves work toward: 


New and cheaper techniques for 


making H-bombs, including dis- 
pensing with the A-bomb trieger 
now required to explode them: and 


new varieties of hydrogen weap- 
ons, including warheads for inter- 
continental guided missiles. 


The commission devoted only a 


small portion of its report to the 
military applications of nuclear en- 
ergy, and of necessity avoided dis- 
closing secrets in what it did say.

The President signed in the pres- 


ence of congresionai leaders and 
Secretary of State Dules less than 
12 hours after the Senate sent the 
resolution to him by an 85-3 vote, 


Clear The Way 


The action 
cleared the way 


for Eisenhower to use American 
armed — forces, notably the 7th 
fleet — against any Red Chinese 
attack directed toward Formosa. 


It also gives him authority to 


order the armed forces to evacuate 
Chinese Nationalist troops from the 
Tachen islands. 


The authority to fight also in- 


cludes the right to defend such 
Places as the islands of Quemoy 
and Matsu. off the Chinese main- 
land, if the president considers 
them essential to Formosan secur- 
ity. Some regard it as 
broad 


enough to permit him to order an 
attack on bases or troop concen- 
trations on the Red Chinese main- 
land as a defense measure.

When the President had com- 


pleted the signing with more tnan 
a. dozen pens which he later passed 
out to the Congressional leaders 
ne made this statement: 


"I arn deeply gratified at the 


almost unanimous vote i;i the Con- 
gress of the United States on this 
;oi.-.t resolution. To the members 
of tne Congress and to their lead- 
ers with me here today

publicly to thann them for their 
great patriotic service. 


"By their vote the American 


people prove their elected repre- 
sentatives have made it clear to 
the world that we are united here 
at home in our determination to 
r.e'.p a brave al.y and to resist 
Ccrr.rr.ur.ist aggression.

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Dixon Volunteers in the War Between the States.. §900 Bounty.. Four Regiments.. Home Front

We soon will observe the birthday of Abraham Lin- 


coln, and that occasion, naturally, reminds us of the war 
through which he guided the Union to victory, assuring a 
united nation. 


A casual glance at the bronze tablets in the Lee 


County courthouse is enough to make anyone realize that, 
on the basis of population, the county 
gave more during that war than in any 
later conflict. 


During the war the federal govern- 


ment issued calls for men from each 
state, and the states established quotas 
for the counties. The total quotas as- 
signed to Lee County were 2.4M, and 
records show the county responded 
with only eight less than that number.

Some Husbands Get Spoiled 
By ^Two-Pay-Day' Economy 


"Any time that an able-bodied 


female becomes a financial load, 
she is costing too much." That 
statement, made by a man reader 
of this column, is a blunt way of 
saving what an increasing number 
of men today apparently believe. 
They think that it is a wife's duty 
to bring home a weekly pay ch«"~k. 


This column gets a surpruJ.g 


number of letters from working 
wives who say they are tired of 
being both job holders and home- 
makers. But they can't quit work 
because their husbands have come 
to expect a two-pay-check standard 
of living as their due. 


Most of them say that when they 


married they intended working 
only until their husbands were 
established, or the couple bought a 
home, or paid for a car. They 
meant to hold down a job for a 
year or two years and then stop 
work to become full-time home- 
makers. 


But they say they can't stop. 


Their husbands like a new car 
every year. They like to be able 
to buy expensive clothes. They 
have found that it is possible to 
have marriage without having to 
support a wife. And they see no 
reason why the set-up ought to be 
changed. 
HAVE AN UNDERSTANDING 


If women are wise they will fight 


this increasing reluctance on the 
part of men to take full responsi- 
bility tor the financial support Of 
marriage before it spreads any 
further. 


There is only one way they can 


do it. And that is for the girls who 
are marrying today and who plan 
to work "for a while" to make it 
quite clear from the beginning just 
how long that "while" is to be. 


Then when the time is up they 


ought to quit their jobs without a 
backward glance and let the man 
of the family assume the "911 re- 
sponsibility of bringing home the 
bacon before he begins to accept 
his wife's financial help as his 
right. 


When the men start saying: 


"Any time that an able-bodied fe- 
male becomes a financial load she 
is costing too much" it is high 
time for women to realize that 
there is a big difference between 
a wife's working because she wants 
to help out and a wife's working 
because her husband expects it of 
her. 


ANOTHER NAME 


The famous painting of "Mona 


Lisa" often is referred to as "La 
Gioconda.'' She was the wife of 


men to volunteer. In 1S63 the county found it necessary 
to issue $15.000 in bonds to pay $100 bounties to each ac- 
cepted volunteer. On July 18. 1864, President Lincoln is- 
sued a call for 500.000 men, and to fill its quota, the 
county was obliged ot offer a bounty of $900 for each 
volunteer. 


In addition, the county made relief payments to fam- 


ilies of soldiers. At one time they were limited to $100 
per family. 


Reports show that Lee County paid a total of $405,- 


214.75 in bounties: S15.465.75 in relief payments to sol- 
diers' families, and $218,707.55 as interest on county war- 
rants or bonds, making a total of $639.388.05. The total 
was larger than that of any other county except Cook 
and Bureau. 


Of course, not all of the aid to soldiers and their fam- 


ilies came from government. The Volunteer Aid Associa- 
tion raised $2.625 by subscription for the families, and 
much of the aid was on a personal basis, with some resi- 
dents helping others with loads of wood, food and clothing. 
A group of boys in the public schools—too young to fight 
—formed a patriotic club to help soldiers' widows and 
families in any way they could, such as running errands, 
cutting wood. etc.

Since Dixon was located on both an east-west and a 


north-south rail line, the city became a rallying point for 
northern Illinois. President Lincoln issued his first call 
for trooDS on April 15, 1S61. and on April 22. the first 
company of Lee County volunteers was formed- 
Two 


other companies, the Dixon Cadets and the Dixon Blues, 
also organized, but the first regiments were filled. Most 
of the men later enlisted in other groups. 


The county's first company (from Dixon) was pre- 


sented a banner made by local women in a- ceremony at 
the courthouse. 
The Dixon men became Company A 


of the regiment which included units from the Second 
Congressional District. The regiment of 970 men camped 
east of Oakwood Cemetery, and OB June 1 Dixon women 
presented Company A with uniforms they had sewed. 


On June 16, a Sunday, the regiment, designated as the 


Thirteenth Regiment of Illinois Volunteers, inarched to the 
music of drum and fife to the Illinois Central railroad 
and boarded a train for CaseyvUle, 12 miles from St. 
Louis. 


The men had enlisted for three years, and during 


their sen-ice saw action at Chickasaw Bayou, Arkansas 
Post, Vicksburg, Jackson, Missionary Ridge, Rossville 
and Ringgold Gap. They were mustered out at Spring- 
field on June 18, 1864. 


Three other regiments camped in Dixon during the 


war. Men of the Thirty-Fourth Regiment of Illinois In- 
fantry, under command of Col. Alexander P. Dysart, 
Nachusa, gathered in Dixon. and on Sept. 2, 1SS1, went 
to Springfield, where they were organized Sept. 7. The 
regiment saw action 'at Shiloh, Corinth, Murfreesboro, 
Rocky Face Ridge, Resaca, Big Shanty, Kenesaw Moun- 
tain. Atlanta and Jonesboro. 
After taking part in the 


"March to the Sea" through Georgia and the Carolinas, 
it took part in the battle of Bentoaville. 


After the surrender of Gen. Johnston, the unit, as a 


part of Gen. Sherman's army, went to Washington. D. C., 
and took part in a grand review on May 24. 1865. The 
Thirty-Fourth left Washington June 12, and arrived in 
Louisville. Ky., June 18. There it was mustered out. The 
men received their discharges and pay in Chicago on 
July 17. 


Early in 1862 the Forty-Sixth Regiment encamped in 


Dixon for the remainder of the winter. It contained fewer 
Lee county men than the other regiments mentioned. It 
later took part in fighting at Ft. Donelson, Shiloh. Cor- 
inth, Metarnora, Vicksburg, Spanish Fort, Ft. Blakeley 
and Mobile. 


Early in September. 1862. the Seventy-Fifth Regiment 


of Illinois Infantry was mustered into service in Dixon. 
It included five companies from Lee County, and five 
from Whiteside. The group went to Louisville. Ky.. Sept. 
7, and later took part in the battles of Perryville. Nolans- 
ville. Stone River. Lookout Mountain, Dalton. Resaca, 
Marietta. Kenesaw. Franklin and Nashville. The men 
were discharged in Chicago on July 1, 1865. 


In addition to the regiments, many companies were 


formed in Dixon, but they joined larger units organized 
in other cities. 


But. what of those who stayed behind—the home 


front? Mrs. S. S. Dodge has given us the following pic- 
ture in Frank Stevens' "History of Lee County:" 


"And the women! What did they do? 
DC- What 


didn't they do? After the partings were over, and who 
can measure the agony they endured: . . . When the reac- 
tion came after these dreadful partings, there was work 
in plenty for these women to do—and then, as always, 


it was a source of relief. Indeed for a time, there was 
a perfect fury of work; no doubt much was wasted at that 
time from lack of organization."

financier and convicted draft dodger. 


After issuing an official state- 


ment saving "we're up against a 
blank wall," authorities again sent 
out detectives early today. They 
sought information on who might 
have seen 46-year-old Rubinstein 
the night before he was strangled 
in his palatial Fifth Avenue home. 


Clad in black silk pajamas, 


Rubinstein's body was discovered 
by the family butler Thursday 
morning.
